WASHINGTON, May 19. f/p)— The 
role that mlnj plays In disease— thc 
interdependence of psychology and 
the science of medicine— was con- 
sidered by the American Medical As- 
sociation in its annual convention 
today, at which several speakers de- 
clared tha» psychic Influences fre- 
quently are the controlling factors 
In Illnesses, supposed and real. 

It was predctcd that In years to 
eome broken hearts and thwarted 
ambitions will be dealt with through 
•dentine practice with the concern 
that e.ny organic aliment now re- 
ceives. 

Dr. Nellls B. Poster of New York 
went so far as to sav that definite 
changes in an Individual's personal- 
ity may result from a belief that an 
organic dlease Is present, and Dr. 
Charles Hush Ncllson of St. Louis 
declared that an emotional disorder 
often forecasts goiter months before 
definite physiological . symptoms ap- 
pear. 

ON NEURASTHENICS 
Business reverses, domestic trials, 
grief or repressed emotions are re- 
garded as having no part In emo- 
tional or neurasthenic Illnesses by Dr. 
James 8. McLester of Birmingham. 
Ala., who held, rather, that patients 
afflicted with that type of sickness 
derive their mental state by hered- 
ity. 

Whereas the mental attitude is a 
contributing factor In some cases of 
heart disease, diabetes, goiter and 
nose and throat illnesses. Dr. Mc- 
Lester believes digestive distress of a 
neurasthenic patient usually is gen- 
uine and In these cases he recom- 
mended "a program of re-education." 

"If such a person can be persuaded 
that he is not desperately 111 and en- 
couraged to endure his discomforts." 
he said, "he may actually overcome 
them. When we know we are rid- 
ing on defective tires we avoid rough 
roads, and when a puncture does oc- 
cur we take it philosophically." 

FAULTS POSTURE 
In another section of the conven- 
tion Dr. Norman F. Miller of Iowa 
City, Iowa, advised doctors to study 
abnormal posture as a means to de- 
velopment of better treatment for 
women's Illnesses. He contended that 
In certain types of sickness of thlB 
character, faulty posture Is the fac- 
tor which brings on the aliment. 

Dr. J. P. Lord, chairman of the 
section on orthopedic surgery, de- 
clared that the setting of a fractured 
femur, the thigh bone, la a major 
surgical operation and in no case 
should be attempted by a surgeon not 
apeclally trained "for assuming such 
a great responsibility." and Dr. 
George E. Bennett of Baltimore ex- 
plained that when backaches cannot 
be attributed to the usual causes, In- 
vestigation should be made for 
spinal tumors. 

Sinus, a disease which speakers de- 
clare recently has become more com- 
mon, is believed by Dr. Frederick E. 



Tivo Russian Systems 
Demanded 
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Confer With Robinson Over 
Economic Sit nation ; 
Latter Silent 



GENEVA. May 19. (fl>)— The soviet 
delegates to the International Eco- 
nomic Conference served notice to- 
day that they will leave Geneva Im- 
mediately unless assured of the adop- 
tion of a resolution recognizing the 
coexistence of the Communistic and 
capitalistic economic systems, and the 
possibility of peaceful collaboration 
between the two systems. 

A soviet spokesman told the press 
that hie delegation deemed the ques- 
tion vital to the world's restoration, 
believing co-operation of the' west- 
ern countries with the soviet eco- 
nomic system necessary to any real 
progress. 

There had been difficulty in Mos- 
cow, he added, in getting unanimity 
for the dispatch of tho delegation to 
the conference and the delegates 
were authorized to return Immediate- 
ly unless they obtain what they deem 
their cardinal principle as an element 
of the economic law now being for- 
mulated. 

MOVE CREATES STIR 
They could not permit procrasti- 
nation, nnd unless assurred positive- 
ly by nightfall, they would probably 
entrain for basel. where they would 
await the necessary visas for their 
departure. 

The soviet move created a stir, 
some delegates saying they were not 
in favor of having the conference 
adopt such a declaration. The news- 
paper Gencvols says many of the dele- 
gates believe tho Russian system is 
beginning closely to resemble the cap- 
italistic, "since it is taking on its 
methods." 

The Russians have been getting In 
touch, with delegates from o tlier na- 
tions outside the conference proper, 
meeting Henry M. Robinaon'of ' the 
United States at a special dinner or- 
ganized by a friendly delegate, and 
holding a private parley with Leon 
Jouhaux and Jan Oudegeest, repre- 
sentatives of organized European la- 
borltes. 

VIEWS OUTLINED 
Valerian Odolensky Ossinsky and 
Gen. Sokolnlkoff of the soviet dele- 
gation outlined to Mr. Robinson their 
views of Russia's economic situa- 
tion. Mr. Robinson, it Is reported, '< 
did not vouchsafe any prediction as 
to the future American attitude to- 
ward the soviet union. 

During a speech at a garden party 
given In honor of the soviet delegates 
by Swiss merchants. Gen. Sokolnlkoff 
declared the capitalistic countries 
must decide whether to collaborate 
with Russia or to "resort to armed 
Intervention, as In China." 

He added that the soviet govern- 
ment is ready to negotiate the ques- 
tion of the Russian debt, but that 
this Is conditional upon the advance 
of the credits necessary for Russian 
restoration.

Raoul Hernandez Leon, a guard at 
the night club, drew a gun. Romero, 
according to his story, then drew nis 
gun and fired two shots into the air. 
He added that had he wanted to 
shoot Calles, he could have done so 
easily as he was bu,t a couple of feet 
from the President's son. 

He disclaimed any political ani- 
mosity toward Calles. 

"I was at the night club with a 
party of friends." Calles's story of tne 
affair ran. "when this individual came 
up and Insulted me. Raoul Hernan- 
dez Leon, a guard, pulled a rrun on 
Romero and had him ejected from 
the club. I considered the episode 
closed, but later as we were getting 
Into our car In front of the club. Ro- 
mero Jumped on the running board 
with a gun In his hand and fired two 
shots. I am not certain where the 
bullets went, but I think th;y went 
through the floor boards of the car. 
My clothing was not cut by the bul- 
lets." 

A companion of the President's son, 
Fernando Ellas, seized the officer's 
gun and overpowered him. Calles 
refused to comment on the possibil- 
ity of a political motive for the as- 
serted attack. Some of his friends, 
however, were more outspoken in de- 
claring there may have been a po- 
litical basis for the affair. 

Calles said he was not prosecut- 
ing the case against Romero, the 
case being entirely in the hands of 
civil authorities. 

Calles came to Nogales. Son., sev- 
eral days ago for the wedding last 
Tuesday of his sister, the former 
Scnorlta Erncstlna Calles, and Thom- 
as Arnold Robinson ol New Y6rk. 
Rodolfo Is 28 years of age, the sec- 
ond son of President Calles. 



NEW YORK. May in. — In- 
dication? early today were that 
Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh might 
hop off at dawn on his New 
Ynrk-Parls non-stop flight.

Storm Toll Believed to be 
Only One Dead, But With 
Number Injured 

PEORIA (111.) May 19. (/p)_sev- 
cral emergency refugee camps shel- 
tered persons who lost their homes 
and belongings In a storm here 
Wednesday night, which caused one 
death and Injuries to others. 

Walter Mueller, son of the Mayor, 
and whose engagement to Miss Cor- 
Inne Schwab of this city recently was 
announced, lost hia life when a 
bridge over the Illinois River, on 
which he was standing with a friend, 
collapsed. He could not swim and 
was carried away by the swollen wa- 
ters. His friend swam to safety In 
the darkness. 

Property damage here. In East 
Peoria and Bartonvllle. suburbs, was 
estimated at $750,000. 

Water plants and power lines were 
disrupted during the storm. Store 
windows were blown In by the strong 
wind. Hailstones shattered windows 
in many homes and greenhouses. 

East Peoria estimates its loss up- 
ward of (500,000, many homes there 
being Inundated when the Farm 
Creek levee broke after four hours 
of rain, during which more than ten 
Inches of rain fell. 



Huntington's 
Doctors Hold 
to Confidence 



NEW YORK. May 19. (Exclusive)— 
The Bellanca flyers are up lu the 
air. but they arc not going anywhere. 
Commander Byrd is still lifting heavy 
weights In his Fokker plane and 
"Lucky" Lindbergh is sitting up 
nights with a suspicious glint in his 
eyes watching the weather man. 

Lindbergh may take his chance at 
dawn. He's getting tired of waiting, 
and. then, too. Byrd Is almost ready 
for the hop to Paris. 

But the Bellanca camp is busy de- 
bating. To fly or not to fly? That Is 
the question that has been going the 
rounds among Lloyd Bertaud, Charles 
A. Levlne. backer of the Bellanca 
project, and O. M. Bellanca. design- 
er of the machine. The latest state- 
ment from Leylne follows: 

"Bertaud was released three days 
ago and now appears to be trying tr> 
get back Into my good graces. I will 
fight the Injunction and I still ex- 
pect .the flight win be made with 
some other pilot than Bertaud when 
the weather permits. 1 already- have 
a pilot to. replace Bertaud." 

GETS INJUNCTION 
The Injunction referred to Is that 
which Bertaud obtained last night 
to prevent the flight of tho plane 
without him. This morning Bertaud 
apparently believed that all quarrels 
were ended and Issued a statement 
that he would withdraw the Injunc- 
tion proceedings. Now he probably 
will not do so. Bertaud was taken 
aback by the new announcement. 

"As far as I know I am still going 
on the flight." he said, and added 
that he had thought all the Import- 
ant points of difference between him- 
self and Levlne settled and that 
minor points could be cleared up 
later. 

"I have no intention of withdraw- 
ing the injunction until the contract 
has been signed." he continued. 

Meanwhile, weather along the 
1900-mile stretch of ocean between 
Newfoundland and Ireland along 
the Great Circle Route was reported 
as rapidly Improving, although fog 
persisted as ubusI off the Grand 
Banks. This Atlantic stretch Is con- 
sidered the most difficult to the air- 
men in their 3600-mile dash. 

IIVRD NEAR READY 

Byrd still contends that he is not 
trying to make a race of It and that 
the America may not be ready un- 
til Saturday, but observers along the 
flying line believe the conqueror by 
air of the North Pole will not be 
far behind when his rivals take off. 

The Fokker took the air today with 
Bert Acosta at the stick. With a 
load of 9000 pounds, it was in the 
air after a run of only 700 feet, which 
augurs well when the start Is made 
with the 14,500-pound load. 

This hop, which lasted for a quar- 
ter of an hour, was a speed and 
fuel test, rather than a load. 

Emergency provisions or all sorts 
have been mode. These load tests, 
as far as the commander Is con- 
cerned, arc nothing but routine 
work. He asserts that the giant 
plane nil take the air with a load 
of 14.500 pounds within a run of 
2500 feet. 



NEW LONDON (Ct.) May 19. 
(/Pj— Coast Guard cutter 229 
was headed for the State pier 
here late tonight with an air- 
plane wing In tow. The cut- 
ter had been stationed off 
Montauk Point and sent word 
to the bnse by radio of its dis- 
covery. Hope was expressed 
here that the airplane wing 
might aid In the solution of 
tho mystery of the disappear- 
ance of Nungesscr and Coll, 
the French trans-Atlantic fly- 
ers.

NEW YORK. May 19. up)— Confi- 
dent of landing in Paris In the 
"America." Commander Byrd. Lieut 
Novlllo and Berta Acosta packed 
their civilian clothing In trunks to- 
dny and shipped It on the Leviathan 
for Paris. 

Commander Byrd told the New 
York Evening Post that he would at- 
tempt to complete his aerial con- 
quest of the globe two years from 
now.'lf luck was with him.
